2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipate by Suzuki et 
al. Suzuki et al discloses in Fig. 2b an arrangement where the inlet of the discharge 
conduit 13c is positioned at equal distances from the discharge holes 13a. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The suction chamber surrounding the discharge chamber is not clearly disclosed or 
shown. 

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the suction chamber 
surrounding the discharge chamber must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 
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Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application.
